Ther is alſo tydynges come 
oute of Hungary that a Loꝛde of 
the Kynges counſell, called locet; 
whych fauoured moze the Turg 
kylhe partye than hys own lpege 
Loꝛdes, nether heatde gladly the 
truce made:fo2 his enterpꝛyſes in 
manpe poyntes were hyndered. 
This lame as he ſat vpon a tyme 
at hys table. and hys ieruauntes

me awaye . Ind ſodenlye he taſte 
an hozrible ſyght wyth tntnynge 
of hys eyes, raygynge and crying 
hugly with a lotid voyce: The de⸗ 
uyll is in me, and hath poſſeſſed 
me, nother wyll he leaue wyth me, 
but moze of you muſt daunce this 
daunce. The other ſeruãtes wold 
haue bounde hym, but he ſpewed 
krome hym, and behaued hym ſs 
woodlpe:afterward caft he out at 
hys mouth the ſtomack, bowele, 
lpuer, harte, ar d all hys entrayles 
vy peces. After that begã an other 
.= of the leruaũtes to rage and ware 
woode, cryenge à howlynge pite⸗ 
ouſlp # hugly: I am poſſeſſed of þ 
deuyl. The lame dyd they binde, 6 
Lozentz ſent cottnetly fo; his par 
ſon to conture the euyl fpzyt. But 
befoze the pꝛieſt tame, p thyꝛd e ſeo 
uaũt begã to rage alſo, which was 
bold 
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boũde as the other. With p bez 3 
Lozents to be greatly afraycd: & 
though the pꝛieſt pꝛayed moch o⸗ 
uer hym, yet begã he to rage lpke 
the other x crpye. ſoÞ he alſo was 
cõſtrayned to be bod. And lay of 
tots myſe in his houſe w his two 
ſeruacites(fo2 the fpꝛſt dyed ) xtiit. 
dayes befoze, In themeane wyp⸗ 
le ſwaged the woodneſt, a he was 
lowſed of his bãdes: but hys coũ 
tenaũte is yet lo hoꝛrible & dꝛede⸗ 
ful,p nomà dare appꝛoche hym. 
Whã the foꝛeſapde truces were 
in hãde / a ſhyp was ſpoyled vpõ 
our bozders t ſoncked which pal 
ſed in valure. xx. M. gold gyldẽ / 
and al they that were in her were 
dꝛowned: but the dede doers are 
pet vnknowẽ whether thet be chzi 
ſtẽ 02 Turkes that iopne vpo the 
hozders. Cattiãs b:other in — 
5 by at 
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bath llayne two hũdꝛeth Turkes 
that paſſed the bozders, and inua 
ded oure men, wherwyth he hath 
apeaced à ſtylled the other. The⸗ 
le tydynges came here to Juſbo⸗ 
rowe the. xix.dape of Mouember, 
but ther was no credence geuen 
to them, vntyl ther came moꝛe ſu⸗ 
rer certificatio from the Kynges 
Mateſtye and other Loꝛdes.

nombꝛe of Byſhops, Dukes, and 
Lozds 


Loꝛds. ſo that they entredatXuſ- 
bozow ſyxe hundꝛeth on hozſebak 
They of Auſbozow allo haue 
made peace wyth they: Loꝛde the 
BylHhop , whereof the condicions 
be, that foz the foꝛce, ſpoylingand 
iniuries they haue done him, ſhal 
in recompence therof geue him fp 
e #nyntye thouſande golde gyl⸗ 
dend and fo: the ſpiritual rentes 
that they haue receaucd thyꝛtye 
thouſande golde gyldens. 
Ther is here ſuch a nombꝛe of 
Loꝛdes and Pzinces / as neuer

The moolt woz\hypfull in god 
father and Lozd Adolyſhe arche- 
byſhoppe of Colen x hath yeſter- 
daye whych was Sapnte Nico- 
las euen receaued of the Imperi⸗ 
all mateſtpe hys dignitpe.

Muche were to be wzptten of 
the takyng of the Duke of Sar 
ony electoꝛ was, and the Landt⸗ 
graue, but the ſhozteneſle of thys 
letter, and alſo the tyme wyll not 
admptte it. Pet can not J wyth- 

olde you that Landtgraues wyke 
with her chyldꝛen, haue delpuered 
à great byll oz ſupplication to the 
States of the Empyze, wherein 
they (ygnifted, that thoſe articles 
whych were delpuered at the yel- 
dyng of the Landtgraue, were ful 
kylled, expyꝛed and accomplyſhed: 
requy:ed al the States of theEm 
ppꝛe to make ſute foꝛ the Laudt⸗ 
raue to the Emperyall maieſtye 
he myght be delyuered.
